There Is Nothing That Keeps 
Wicked Men at Any One 
Moment Out of Hell 
But the Mere Pleas- 

ure of God 
By the mere pleasure of God I 
mean His sovereign pleasure, His 
arbitrary will, restrained by no 
bligation, hindered by mo man- 
mer of difficulty any more than 


$f nothing else but God’s mere 


jwill had, in the least degree, or in 
any respect whatsoever, any hand 
fin the preservation of wicked men 
one moment, | 

The truth of this observation 
May appear by the following con- 


siderations: 


1. There is no want of power 
in God to cast wicked men into 
Hell at any moment. Men’s hands 
cannot be strong when God rises 
up. The strongest have no power 
to resist Him, nor can any deliver 
out of His hands. 

He is not only able to cast wick- 
ed men into Hell, but can most 
easily do it. Sometimes an earth- 
ly prince meets with a great deal 
of difficulty in subduing a rebel 


who has found means to fortify 


himself and has made himself 
strong by the number of his fol- 
lowers. But it is not so with God.

There is no fortress that is any 
defense from the power of God. 
Though hand join in hand and 
vast multitudes. of God’s enemies 
combine and associate themselves, 
they are easily broken in pieces. 
They are as great heaps of light 
chaff before the whirlwind, or 
large quantities of dry stubble be- 
fore devouring flames. We find 
it easy to tread on and crush & 
worm that we see crawling on the 
earth; so it is easy for us to cut 
or singe a slender thread that any- 
thing hangs by. . Thus easy is it 
for God, when He pleases, to cast 
His enemies down to Hell. What 
are we, that he should think to 
stand before Him at whose rebuke 
the earth trembles and _. before 
whom the rocks are thrown down? 

2. They deserve to be cast into 
Hell; so that divine justice never 
stands in the way; it makes no 
objection against God’s using His 
power at any moment to destroy 
them. Yea, on the contrary, jus- 
tice ‘calls aloud for an_ infinite 
punishment of their sins. Divine 
justice says of the tree that brings 
forth such grapes of Sodom, “Cut 
it down, why cumbereth. it..the 
ground?”—Luke 13.7. The sword 
of divine justice is every moment 
brandished over their heads and it 
is nothing but the hand of arbi-

trary mercy and God’s mere will 
that holds it back. 

3. They are already under 4a 
sentence. of condemnation to Hell. 
They do not only justly deserve to 
be cast down thither, but the sen- 
tence of the law of God, that eter- 
nal and immutable rule of right- 
eousness that God has fixed be- 
tween Him and mankind, is gone 
out against them and_ stands 
against them; so that they are 
bound over already to Hell. John 
3:18—‘“He that believeth not is 
condemned already.” So that ev- 
ery unconverted man properly be- 
longs to Hell; that is his place; 
from thence he is. John 8:23—“Ye 
are from beneath;” and thither he 
is bound; it is the place that jus- 
tice and God’s Word and sentence 
of His unchangeable law assign 
to him. 


4. They are now the objects of 
that very same anger and wrath 
of God that is expressed in the 
torments of Hell: and the reason 
why they do not go down to Hell 
at each moment is not because 
God, in whose power they are, is 
now at present very angry with 
them; as He is with many miser- 
able creatures now tormented in 
Hell, who there feel and bear the 
fierceness of His wrath. Yea, 
God is a great deal more angry 
with great numbers that are now 
on earth, yea doubtless with some 
who may read this book, who, it 
may be are at ease, than He is 
with many of those who are now 
in the flames of Hell. 


So that is not because God is 
unmindful of their wickedness 
and does not resent it that He 
does not let loose His hand and 
cut them off. God is not alto- 
gether such a one as themselves, 
though they may imagine Him to 
be so. The wrath of God hurns 
against them, their damnation 
does not slumber. The pit is pre- 
pared, the fire is made ready, the 
furnace is now hot, ready to re- 
ceive them; the flames do now 
rage and glow. The _ glittering 
sword is whetted and held over 
them and the pit hath opened its 
mouth under them.

his own at what moment God 
shall permit him. They belong to 
him; he has their souls in his 
possession and under his domin- 


ion, The Scripture’ represents 
them as his goods.—Luke 11:21. 
The devils watch them; they are 
ever by them, at their right hand; 
they stand waiting for them like 
greedy, hungry, lions that see their 
prey and expect to have it, but 
are for the present kept back. If 
God ‘should withdraw His hand by 
which they are restrained, they 
would in one moment fly upon| 
their poor souls. The old serpent 
is gaping for them; Hell opens its 
mouth wide to receive’ them; and 
if God should permit it, they 
would be hastily swallowed up and 
lost. 


6. There are in the souls of 
wicked men those hellish princi- 
ples reigning that would present- 
ly kindle and flame out into Hell 
fire, if it were not for God’ re- 
straints. There is laid in the very 
nature of carnal men a founda- 
tion for the torments of Hell. 
There are those corrupt pripci- 
ples, in reigning power in them 
and in full possession of them, 
that are seeds of Hell fire. These 
principles are active and power- 
ful, exceedingly violent in their 
nature; and if it were not for 
the restraining hand of God up- 
on them, they would soon break 
out; they would flame out after 
the same manner as the same cor- 
ruption, the same enmity, does 
in the hearts of damned souls, 
and would beget the same _ tor- 
ments as they do in them. The 
souls of the wicked are in Scrip- 
ture compared to the _ troubled 
sea.—Isa. 57:20. For the present, 
God restrains their’ wickedness by 
His mighty power, as He does the 
raging waves of the troubled sea, 
saying, “Hitherto shalt thou come, 
and no further,” but if God should 
withdraw that restraining power, 
it would soon carry all before it. 
Sin is the ruin and misery of the 
soul; it is destructive in its nature; 
and if God should leave it without 
restraint, there would need ‘nothing 
else to make the soul perfectly 
miserable. The corruption of the 
heart of the man is immoderate 
and boundless in its fury; and 
while wicked men live here, it is 
like fire pent up by God’s re- 
straint; whereas if it were let 
loose, it would set on fire the 
course of nature; and as the heart 
is now a sink of sin, so, if sin was 
not restrained, it would immediate- 
ly turn the soul into a fiery oven, 
or furnace of fire and brimstone. 
7. It is no security to wicked 
men for one moment that there 
are no visible means of death at 
hand! It is no security to a 
natural man that he is now in 
health and that he does not see 
which way he should now immedi- 
ately go out of the world by any 
accident, and that there is no 
visible danger, in any respect, in 
his circumstances. The manifold 
and continual experience of the 
world, in all ages, shows this is 
no evidence that a man is not on 
the very brink »f eternity and 
that the next step will be into 
another world. The unseen, un- 
thought-of ways and means of 
persons going suddenly out of 
the world are innumerable and in- 
conceivable. Unconverted men 
walk over the pit of Hell on a 
rotten covering, and there are in- 
numerable places in this covering 
so weak that they will not bear 
their weight, and these places are 
not seen. The arrows of death 
fly unseen at noon-day; the sharp- 
est sight can not discern them. 


searchable ways of taking wicked 
men out of the world and send- 
ing them to Hell that there is 
nothing to make it appear that 
God had need to be at the expense 


ordinary course of His providence, 
to destroy any wicked man, at 
any moment. All the means that 
there are of sinners going out of 
the world are so in God’s hands 
and so universally and absolutely 
subject to His power and determi- 
nation that it does not depend 
at all the less on the mere will of 
God whether sinners shall at any 
moment go to Hell, than if means 


We are receiving some let- 
ters asking how much we have 
already toward the million-dol- 
lar Student Loan Endowdment 
Fund. We have been a little 
hesitant about telling you be- 
cause to be perfectly frank 


with you, we have not got what 
we hoped to have up to this 
date; but I feel that you are 
entitled to know how much we 
have raised; so we will tell you.

8. Natural men’s prudence and 
care to preserve their own lives, 


or the care of others to preserve 
them, do not secure them a mo- 
ment. To this, divine providence 
and universal experience do bear 
testimony. There is this clear 
evidence that men’s own wisdom 
is no security to them from death. 
If it were otherwise, we should 
see some: difference between the 
wise and politic men of the world 
and others with regard to their 
liableness to early and unexpect- 
ed death; but how is it in fact? 
“How dieth the wise man? as the 
fool.””"—Eccles. 2:16. : 

9. All wicked men’s pains and 
contrivances which they use to 
escape Hell, while they continue 
to reject Christ and so remain 
wicked men, do not secure them 
from Hell one moment. Almost 
every natural man that hears of 
Hell flatters himself that he shall 
escape it; he depends upon him- 
self for his own security; he flat- 
ters himself in what he has done, 
in what he is now doing, or what 
he intends to do. Every one lays 
out matters in his own mind how 
he shall avoid damnation and 
flatters himself that he contrivées 
well for himself and that his 
schemes will not fail. They hear 
indeed that there are but few 
saved and that the greater part 
of men that have died heretofore 
are gone to Hell; but each one 
imagines that he forms plans to 
effect his escape better than oth- 
ers have done. He does not in- 
tend to go to that place of tor- 
ment; he says within himself that 
he intends to take effectual care 
and to order matters so for him- 
self as not to fail. 

But the foolish children of men 
miserably delude themselves in 
their own schemes and in confi- 
dence in their own strength and 
wisdom; they trust to nothing but 
a shadow. The greater part of 
those who heretofore have lived 
under the same.means of grace 
and are now dead are undoubted- 
ly gone to Hell; and it was not 
because they were not as wise 
as those who are now alive; it 
was not because they did not lay 
out matters as well for them- 
selves to secure their own escape. 
If we could come to speak with 
them and inquire of them, one by 
one, whether they expected, when 
alive, and when they used to hear 
about Hell, ever to be the subjects 
of that misery, we, doubtless 
should hear one another reply, 
“No, I never intended to come 
here: I had arranged matters oth- 
erwise in my mind; I thought I 
Should contrive well for myself; 
I thought my scheme good. I in- 
tended to take effectual care; but 
it came upon me unexpectedly; I 


were never made use of, or at all 


and in that manner; it came as a 
thief. Death outwitted me: God’s 
wrath was too quick for me. O 
my cursed foolishness! I was 
flattering myself and pleasing 
myself with vain dreams of what 
I would do hereafter; and when 
I was saying peace and safety, 
then sudden destruction came up- 
on me.” 


10. God has laid Himself un- 
der no obligation, by any promise, 
to keep any natural man out of 
Hell one moment. God certainly 
has made no promises either of 
eternal life or of my deliverance 
or preservation from _ eternal 
death but what are contained in 
the covenant of grace, the prom- 
ises that are given in Christ, in| 
whom all the promises are yea 
and amen. But surely they have 
no interest in the promise of the 
covenant of grace who are not the 
children of the covenant, who do 
not believe in any of the prom- 
ises and have no interest in the 
Mediator of the covenant. 


So that whatever some have 
imagined and pretended about 
promises made to natural men’s 
earnest seeking and knocking, it 
is plain and manifest that what- 
ever pains a natural man takes 
in religion, whatever prayers he 
makes, till he believes in Christ, 
God is under no manner of obli- 
gation to keep him a moment 
from eternal destruction. 

So that thus it is that natural 
men are held in the hand of God 
over the pit of Hell; they have de- 
served the fiery pit and are already 
sentenced to it; and God is dread- 
fully provoked: His anger is as 
great towards them as to those 


execution of the fierceness of His 
wrath in Hell; and they have 
done nothing in the least to ap- 
pease or abate that anger, neither 
is God in the least bound by any 
promise to hold them up one mo- 
ment. The Devil is waiting for 
them, Hell is gaping for them, 
the flames gather and flash about 
them, and would fain lay hold on 
them and swallow them up; the 
fire pent up in their own hearts 
is struggling to break out; and 
they have no interest in any Med- 
iator; there are no means within 
reach that can be any security 
to them. In short, they have no 
refuge, nothing to take hold of; 
‘all that preserves them every mo- 
ment is the mere arbitrary will 
and uncovenanted, unobliged for- 
bearance of an incensed God. 
The Terrible Danger of 
Christ-Rejecting Sinners 
‘The use of this awful subject 
may be for awakening unconvert- 
ed persons to a conviction of their 
danger. This that you have 
heard is the case of every one out 
of Christ. That world of misery, 


did not look for it at that time, 


that are actually suffering the} 


extended abroad under you. There 
is the dreadful pit of the glow- 
ing flames of the wrath of God; 
there is Hell’s wide gaping mouth 
open; and you have nothing to 
stand upon, nor anything to take 
hold of; there is nothing between 
you and Hell but the air; it is 
only the power and mere pleas- 
ure of God that holds you up. 


You probably are not sensible 


of this; you find you are kept out 
of Hell, but do not see the hand 
of God in it, but look at other 
things, as the good state of your 
bodily constitution, your care of 
your own life, and the means you 
use for your own preservation. 
But indeed these things are noth- 
ing; if God should withdraw His 
hand, they would avail no .more 
to keep ‘you from ‘falling, 
the thin air to hold up a person 
who is suspended in it. 

Your wickedness makes you, as 
it were, heavy as lead and to tend 
downwards with great weight 
and pressure towards Hell; and if 
God should let you go, you im- 
mediately sink and swiftly de- 
scend and plunge into the bottom- 
less gulf; and your healthy con- 
stitution and your own Care and 
prudence and best 
and all your righteousness would 
have no more influence to uphold 
you and keep you out of Hell 
than a spider’s web would have 


than 


contrivance 


to stop a falling rock. Were it 


not for the sovereign pleasure of 


God, the earth would not bear you 
one moment, for you are a bur- 
den to it; the creation groans with 
you; the creature is made subject 
to the bondage of your corrup- 
tion, not willingly; the sun does 
not willingly shine upon you, to 
give you light to serve sin and 
Satan; the earth does not willing- 
ly yield her increase to satisfy 
your lusts; nor is it willingly a 
stage for your wickedness to be 
acted upon; the air does not will- 
ingly serve you for breath to 
maintain the flame of life in your 
vitals, while you spend your life 
in the service of God’s enemies. 
God’s creatures are good, and 
were made for men to serve God 
with; and do not willingly sub- 
serve any other purpose and groan 
when they are abused to purposes 
so directly contrary to their na- 
ture and end. And the world 
would spew you out were it not 
for the sovereign hand of Him 
who hath subjected it in hope. 
There are the black clouds of 
God’s wrath now hanging directly 
over your heads, full of the dread- 


and were it not for the restrain- 
ing hand of God they ‘would im- 
mediately burst forth upon you. 
The sovereign pleasure of God, 
for the present, stays his rough 
wind, otherwise it would come 
with fury; and your destruction 
would come like a whirlwind and 
would be like the chaff of the 
summer threshing-floor. 

The wrath of God is like great 
waters that are restrained for 
the present; but they increase 
‘more and more and rise higher 
and higher till an outlet is given; 
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and the longer’ the stream is 
stopped, the more rapid and 
mighty is its course when once 
it is let loose. It is true that 
judgment against your evil works 
has not been executed hitherto; 
the floods of God’s vengeance 
have been withheld; but your guilt 
in the meantime is_ constantly 
increasing, and you are every day 
treasuring up more wrath; the 
waters are constantly rising and 
waxing more and more mighty; 
and there is nothing but the mere 
pleasure of God that holds the 
waters back that are unwilling 
to be stopped, and press hard to 
go forward. If God should only 
wtihdraw His hand from the flood- 
gate, it would immediately fly 
open and the fiery floods of the 
fierceness and wrath of God would 
rush forth with inconceivable fury 
and would come upon you with 
omnipotent power; and if your 
strength were ten thousand times 
greater than it is, yea, ten thou- 
sand times. greater than the 
strength of the stoutest, sturdiest 
devil in Hell, it would be nothing 
to withstand or endure it. 


The bow of God’s wrath is bent, 
and the arrow made ready on the 
string; and justice directs the 
arrow to your heart and strains 
the bow: and it is nothing but the 
mere pleasure of God, and that 
of any angry God, without any 
promise or obligation at all, that 
keeps the arrow one moment from 
being made drunk with your 
blood. 


Thus all you that never passed 
under a great change of heart, 
by the mighty power of the Spirit 
of God upon your souls; all you 
that were never born again and 
made new creatures and raised 
from being dead in sin to a state 
of new and before altogether un- 
experienced light and life, are in 
the hands of an angry God. How- 
ever you may have reformed your 
life in many things and may have 
had religious affections, and may 
keep up a form of religion in your 
families and closets, and in the 
house of God, it is nothing but 
His mere pleasure that keeps you 
from being this moment swallow- 
ed up in everlasting destruction. 


However unconvinced you may 
now be of the truth of what you 
hear, by and by you will be fully 
convinced of it. Those that are 
gone from being in the like cir- 
cumstances with you, see that it 
was so with them; for destruction 
came suddenly upon most of them, 
when they expected nothing of it 
and while they were saying, 
“Peace and safety.” Now they 
see that those things on which 
they depended for peace and safe- 
ty were nothing but thin air and 
empty shadows. 

The God who holds you over the 
pit of Hell, much in the Same way 
as one holds a spider or some 
loathsome insect over the fire, ab- 
hors you, and is dreadfully pro- 
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voked. His wrath towards ‘you 
burns like fire. He looks upon you 
as worthy of nothing else but to 
be cast into the fire. He 1s of 
purer eyes than to bear to have 
you in His sight. You are ten 
thousand times more abominable 
in His eyes than the most. hateful 
venomous serpent is in ours. You 
have offended Him infinitely more 
than ever a stubborn rebel did his 
prince; and yet, it is nothing but 
His hand that holds you from fall- 
ing into the fire every moment, It 
is to be ascribed to nothing else 
that you did not go to Hell the 
last night; that you were suffered 
to awake again in this world after 
you closed your eyes to sleep; and 
there is no other reason to be 
given why you have not dropped 
into Hell since you arose in the 
morning, but that God’s hand has 
held you up. There is no other 
reason to be given, while you have 
been reading this address, but His 
mercy—yea, no other reason can 
be given why you do not this very 
moment drop down into Hell. 


O sinner, ‘consider the fearful 
danger you are in! It is a great 
furnace of wrath, a wide and bot- 
tomless pit, full of the fire of 
wrath, that you are held over in 
the hand of that God whose wrath 
is provoked and incensed as much 
against you as against many of 
the damned in Hell. You hang by 
a slender thread, with the flames 
of divine wrath flashing about it 
and ready every moment to singe 
it and burn it asunder; and you 
have no interest in any Mediator 
and nothing to lay hold of to save 
yourself, nothing to keep off the 
flames of wrath, nothing of your 
own, nothing that you have done, 
nothing that you can do, to induce 
God to spare you one moment. 


How Terrible the Wrath 
of God! . 

And consider here more particu- 
larly: 

1. Whose wrath it is. It is the 
wrath of the infinite God. If it 
were only the wrath of man, 
though it were of the most potent 
prince, it would be comparatively 
little to be regarded. The wrath of 
kings is very much dreaded, es- 
pecially of absolute monarchs who 
have the possessions and lives of 
their subjects wholly in their pow- 
er, to be disposed of at their mere 
will, Prov. 20:2—‘‘The fear of a 
king is as the roaring of a lion; 
whoso provoketh him to anger, 
sinneth against his own soul.” The 
subject who very much enrages an 
arbitrary prince is liable to suffer 
the most extreme torments that 
human art can invent, or human 
power can inflict. But the greatest 
earthly potentates, in their great- 
est majesty and strength and when 
clothed in their greatest terrors 
are but feeble, despicable worms 
of the dust in comparison with the 
great. and almighty Creator and 
King of Heaven and earth. It is 
but little that they can do, when 
most enraged, and when they have 
exerted the utmost of their fury. 
All the kings of the earth, before 
God, are as grasshoppers; they are 
nothing and less than nothing: 
both their love and their hatred 
are to be despised. The wrath of 
the great King of kings is as much 
more terrible than theirs, as his 
majesty is greater. “And I say 
unto you, my friends, Be not afraid 
of them that kill the body, and 
after that, have no more that they 
can do. But*l ‘will forewarn you 
whom you shall fear; Fear him, 
which after he hath killed, hath 
power to cast into hell; yea, I say 
unto you, Fear him.”—Luke 12:4,

2. It is the fierceness of His 
wrath that you are exposed to. We 
often read of the fury of God; as 
in Isaiah 59:18—“According to 
their deeds, accordingly he will re- 
pay, fury to his adversaries.” So 
Isaiah 66:15—‘For, behold, the 
Lord will come with fire, and with 
his chariots like -a whirlwind to 
render his anger with fury, and 
his rebuke with flames of fire.’ 
And So also in many other places. 
Thus we read of “the wine-press of 
the fierceness and wrath of Al- 
mighty God.”—Rev. 19:15. The 
words are exceedingly terrible. If 


of God,” the words would have 
implied that which is unspeakably 
dreadful; but it is said, “the fier- 
censess and wrath of God,’ the 
fury of God! the fierceness of 
Jehovah! O how dreadful must 
that be! Who can utter or conceive 
what such expressions carry in 
them? But ‘t is also, “the fier- 
ceness and. wrath of Almighty 
God.” As though there would be 
a very great manifestation of His 
almighty. power in what the fier- 
ceness of His wrath should inflict; 
as though Omnipotence shoul be, 
as it wereienraged, and. exerted, 
as men aré “Wont to exert their 
strength inatlie fierceness of their 
wrath. O! thenj- what will be the 
consequence ? what will become of 
the poor worm that shall suffer it ? 
whose hands can be strong; and 
whose heart can endure? To what 
a dreadful, inexpressible, incon- 
ceivable depth of misery must the 
poor creature be sunk who shall be 
the subject of this! 


Consider this, you that yet re- 
main. in an unregenerate state. 
That God will execute the fier- 
ceness of His anger implies that 
He will inflict wrath without any 
pity. When God beholds the inef- 
fable extremity of your case and 
sees your torment to be so vastly 
disproportioned to your strength, 
and sees how your poor soul is 
crushed and sinks down, as it 
were, into an infinite gloom; He 
will have no compassion upon you, 
He will not forbear the execution 
of His wrath, or in the least light- 
en His hand: there shall be no 
moderation or mercy, nor will God 
then at all stay His rough wind: 
He will have no regard to your 
welfare, nor be at all careful lest 
you should suffer too much in any 
other sense, than only that you 
shall not suffer beyond what strict 
justice requires: nothing shall be 
withheld, because it is so hard for 
you to bear. ‘’Therefore will I also 
deal in fury; mine eye shall not 
spare, neither will I have pity; 
and though they cry in mine ears 
with a loud voice, yet will I not 
hear them.’”—Ezek 8:12. 

Now, God stands ready to pity 
you; this is a day of mercy; you 
may cry now with some encour- 
agement of obtaining mercy. But 
when once the day of mercy is 
passed, your most lamentable and 
dolorous cries and shrieks will be 
in vain; you will be wholly lost 
and thrown away of God as to any 
regard to your welfare. God will 
have no other use to put you to 
but to suffer misery; you may be 
continued in being to no other 
end! For you will be a vessel of 
wrath fitted to destruction, and 
there will be no other use of this 
vessel but only to be filled full of 
wrath. God will be so far from 
pitying you when you ery to Him 
that it is said He will only “laugh 
and mock:” “Because [ have 
called. and ye refused; I have 
stretched out my hand, and no man 
regarded; but ye have set at 
nought all my counse}, and would 
none of my reproof; I also will 
laugh at your calamity; I will 
mock when your fear cometh; 
when your fear cometh as desola- 
tion, and your destruction cometh 
as a whirlwind; when distress and 
anguish cometh upon you. Then 
shall they call upon me, but I will 
not answer; they shall seek me 
eariy, but they shall not find me: 
for that they hated knowledge, and 
did not choose the fear of the 
Lord: they would none of my coun- 
sel; they despised all my reproof. 
Therefore shal] they eat of the 
fruit of their own way, and: be 
filled with their own devices. For 
the turning away of the simple 
shall slay them, and the prosperity 
of fools shall destroy them.”— 
Prov. 1:24-32. 

How awful are those words of 
the great God, ‘I will tread them 
in mine anger, and will trample 
them in my fury; and their blood 
shall be sprinkled upon my gar- 
ments, and { will stain all my 
raiment.”’—Isa. 63:3. It is, per- 
haps, impossible to conceive of 
words that carry in them greater 
manifestations of these three 
things, namely, contempt, hatred, 
and fierceness of indignation. If 
you cry to God to pity you, He 
will be so far from pitying you in 
your doleful case or showing you 
the least regard or favor that in- 
stead of that, He will only tread 
you under foot: and though He will 
know that you cannot bear the 


it had only been said, “the wrath 


weight of Omnipotence treading 


upon you, yet He will not regard 
that, but He will crush you under 
His feet without mercy; He will 
crush out your blood and make it 
fly, and it shall be sprinkled on 
His garments as to stain all His 
raiment. He will not only hate you 
in the utmost contempt; no place 
shall be thought fit for you but 
under His feet, to be trodden 
down as the mire of the streets. 

3. The misery you are exposed to 
is that which God will inflict, to 
the end that He might show what 
that wrath of Jehovah is. Goa hath 
had it on His heart to show to 
angels and men both how excel- 
lent His love is and also how ter- 


ribles His wrath is. Some- 
times earthly kings have a 
mind to show how _ terrible 
their wrath is by the ex- 
treme punishments they would 


execuce on those that provoke 
them. Nebuchadnezzar, that migh- 
ty and haughty monarch of the 
Chaldean empire, was willing to 
show his wrath when enraged with 
Shadrach, Meshach, and Abedne- 
go; and accordingly gave order 
that the burning, fiery furnace 
should be heated seven times hot- 
ter than it was before. Doubtless 
it was raised to the utmost degree 
of fierceness that human art could 
raise it. But the great God is also 
willing to show His wrath and 
magnify His awful majesty and 
mighty power in the extreme suf- 
ferings of His enemies. “What if 
God, willing to show his wrath, 
and to make his power known, en- 
dured with much long-suffering 
the vessels of wrath fitted to de- 
struction ?”’—Rom. 9:22. And see- 
ing this is His design and what He 
has determined, even to show how 
terrible the unmixed, unrestrained 
wrath, the fury and fierceness of 
Jehovah is, He will do it to effect. 
There will be something accom- 
plished and brought to pass that 
will be dreadful with a witness. 
When the great and angry God 
hath risen up and executed His 
awful vengeance on the poor sin- 
ner and the wretch is actually suf- 
fering the infinite weight and 
power of His indignation, then 
will God call upon the whole uni- 
verse to behold the awful majesty 
and mighty power that is to be 
seen in it. “And the people shall 
be as the burnings of lime, as 
thorns cut up shall they be burned 
in the fire. Hear, ye that are afar 
off, what I have done; and ye that 
are near, acknowledge my might. 
The sinners in Zion are afraid; 
fearfulness hath surprised the 
hypocrites. Who among us shall 
dwell with the devouring fire? 
Who among us shall dwell with 
everlasting burnings ?”—Isa. 33:- 
12-14. 

Thus it will be with you that are 
in an unconverted state, if you 
continue in it; the infinite might 
and majesty and terribleness of 
the omnipotent God shall be mag- 
nified upon you in the ineffable 
strength of your torments. You 
shall be tormented in the presence 
of the holy angels and in the 
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gospel go back through many | 
years. It has a philosophical, a 
pseudo-scientific, a social, and 4 
religious background. 

In philosophy it reac hes back 


to Jean Rousseau, the French rebel 
who lived an un- 


and dreamer 
speakably immoral life but who 
promulgated the m ost naive and 


felicitous of all happy doctrines. 
He taught the doctrine of the per- 
fection of the natural man. “If it 
is natural it is good.” Like that 
recen: popular song, “Doin’ what 
comes naturally.” To Rousseau the 
nature of man is inherently good. 
Let him be himself and he'll be 
perfect. 

In pseudo-science it goes back 
to Charles Darwin with his theory 
of evolution. Darwin changed the 
intellectual outlook of the modern 
world. From him developed that 
school of thought which sees in 
human history nothing but certain 
and inevitable progress, like the 
expression invented by the pseudo- 
psychologist Coue, “Every day in 
every way we are getting better 
and better.” The biological facts 
that Darwin thought he discerned 
in the: origin of species, observa- 
tions which caused him to believe 
that life has ever evolved upward, 
the historian applied to all the 
departments of human story. Not 
only were we evolving physically 
but we were progressing socially, 
nationally, morally, and every 
ether way. 

The social gospel has a collecti- 
vist background. Much of the at- 
titudes and doctrines of Karl Marx 
are to be found in it. Like him, 
the sccia] gospelers think to find 
im a new economic order the 
source of all the blessings of the 
human family. 

And, of course, the social gospel 
has a religious background. Its 
prophets are Washington Glad- 
den and Horace Bushnell. These 
preachers believed that we are 
born Christians, that we grow up 
into Christianity in the same way 
that we grow up into citizenship. 
The famous sentence of Horace 
Bushnell is, ‘The child is to grow 
up a Christian and never know 
himself as being otherwise.” If 
the child is never taught he is a 
sinner, he will never be one. So 
thought Bushnell. Since human na- 
ture is naturally good, all we need 
to do to build a paradise here in 
the earth is just to get our en- 
vironment adjusted and the king- 
dom will be realized. So preached 
Gladden. 


When all these men finished 


Social Gospel 


with their work—Rosseau’s philos- 
'ophy of the natural goodness of 
|man, Darwin's theory of the in- 
| evitable progress of man, Marx’s 
ideas regarding the economic life 
of man, and Bushnell’s theology 
concerning the utopian prospects 
of man—the amalgamated result 
is what we call the social gospel. 


The Doctrines of the Social 
Gospel 

The first thing the social gospel 
did was to sentimentalize the re- 
lationship between God and man, 
They invented a watchcry for the 
new religion, “The Fatherhood of 
God and the Brotherhood of Man.” 
That God should be a God of Judg- 
ment and of Wrath was impossible. 
That man should be a sinner lost 
and undone was no less vicious. 
But that God should be all senti- 
ment and no discipline, and that 
man should be by nature all good- 
ness and god-likeness, seemed to 
be flattering to both parties. So 
the flabby God and the deified man 
becOme partners in the new gos- 
pel to build the new heaven here 
in the old earth. Here is a sum- 
mary, therefore, of the doctrines of 
the social gospel. 


1. The doctrine of God. 

He is no longer a sovereign 
Judge who will hold men account- 
able for their sins. He is a soft, 
yielding Father who has so made 
the world that we inevitably grow 
better and better. That one should 
think there is a final reckoning 
for evil or a hell awaiting the 
wicked is to insult the sentimental 
fatherhood of God. 

2. The doctrine of man. 

If man is already a child of God, 
is of the same nature of God, then 
there is no need for the old-fash- 
ionec Pauline theology of salva- 
tion and redemption in Christ. We 
only need ethical teaching, the 
development of the divinity that 
is within us. 'The life and death of 
Christ becomes merely moral in- 
fluences for the encouragement of 
the human race in its climb to- 
ward perfection. Conversion be- 
comes a matter of religious educa- 
tion. Typical of them all is Presi- 
dent A. C. McGiffert of the Chi- 
cago Theological Seminary: ‘This 
means, of course, a revolution in 
the old conception of salvation. 
What a man requires is not regen- 
eration in the old sense, or a 
change of nature, but simply an 
awakening to what he really is.” 
It must be a wonderful thing to 
believe with President McGiffert 
that man’s nature is one with 


God’s and that all we need to do 
is to wake up to the fact of our 
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are getting out—THE SWORD

8. The doctrine of sin. 


Sin is no longer the black curse 
that the Scriptures make it to be. 
In the social gospel sin becomes 
“a loss of direction.” It is “a stum- 
bling upward in the process of 
evolution.” It is “a wrong against 
the social good.” It is “the trans- 
gression of certain taboos esta- 
blished by custom.” 

4. The doctrine of the social order. 

The social gospel has a vision 
of the coming Golden Age that is 
as naive as it is impractical. That 
idea is that we shall inevitably 
grow into it. The evolution of life 
assures it. Perpetual progress will 
bring us to a millennium even 
beyond that described in the Bible. 
It will come through the preach- 
ing of the principles of the Sermon 
on the Mount, It will come through 
education, ecumenicity, reform. 
The new socialism will dissolve all 
troubles, create perfect govern- 
ments, eliminate wars, supply an 
abundance for all. The great end 
and aim, therefore, of the gospel 
is this: through preaching, con- 
ferences, adjustments, to lead 
mankind into a Garden of Eden. 


The Golden Age 

Through countless generations 
men have dreamed of a perfect 
world to be realized by setting up 
better social systems. From the 
days of Plato’s “Republic,” writ- 
ten 400 years’. before Christ, 
through the days of Sir Thomas 
More’s “Utopia,” written ‘1,500 
years after Christ, through the 
days of the present sentimental 
sermons of the modern gospel 
dreamers, the race has sought a 
way out of the terrible oppression 
caused by the heavy hand of the 
wicked in the earth. 

We have been manipulating our 
political machinery for thousands 
of years; we have experimented 
with despotisms, dictatorships, au- 
tocracies, democracies, bureaucra- 
cies, oligarchies, monarchies of 
several types and republics of ev- 
ery kind; and still the Golden Age 
has never come. 

We have been seeking to create 
social orders that were just and 
equitable; we have tried capital- 
ism, socialism, communism, fas- 
cism; but still the Golden Age has 
never come. 

We have tried every social and 
political philosophy and ideology 
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the mind of man could think of; 
we have tried individualism, col- 
lectivism, totalitarianism; and still 
the Golden Age has never come. 

We have even tried politicai ec- 
clesiasticism, we have let the 
church run it all. Surely, surely, 
if there were ever a social, political 
utopia, it would be realized when 
the church sat om the throne. But 
oh, that is the worst of all. When 
the church governed the earth we 
cali the years “the Dark Ages.” 

Is there, then, to be no Golden 
Age? Is there to be no Kingdom 
of God, no reign of righteousness? 
Yes, yes indeed. The prophets fore- 
told it. Listen to Isaiah: “The 
wolf shall dwell with the lamb, and 
the leopard shall lie down with the 
kid. The sucking child shall play on 
the hole of the asp, and the weaned 
child shall put his hand on the 
cockatrice’ den. They shall not 
hurt nor destroy in all my holy 
mountain: for the earth shall be 
full of the knowledge of the Lord, 
as the waters cover the sea.” List- 
en again to Micah: “They shall 
beat their swords into plough- 
shares, and their spears into prun- 
inghooks: nation shall not lift up a 
sword against nation, neither shall 
they learn war any more. But they 
shall sit every man under his vine 
and under his fig tree; and none 
shall make them afraid: for the 
mouth of the Lord hath spoken it.” 
And if the old prophets pictured 
the glories of that coming day, 
what could we say of the incom- 
parably beautiful pictures of the 


age of righteousness painted by 


the Apostle John in the Revela- 
tion? It is like Handel’s ‘Mes- 
Siah,” ending with the Hallelujah 
Chorus: “The kingdoms of this 
world are become the kingdom of 
our Lord and of His Christ, and He

There is no low-down thing 
to which the human heart will not 
stoop. Jeremiah came to the bitter 
conclusion: “The heart is deceitful 
above all things, and desperately 
wicked: who can know it?”

God’s Word does not speak of a 
world getting better and better 
through the eternal processes of 
evolution. Rather, it speaks of a 
final Judgment Day which will 
bring this day of man to an end. 
If you listen you can always hear 
the ominous trampling of the 
hoofs of the Apocalyptic steeds. 
They are riding and riding hard. 
If you look around, you can see the 
helplessness of mankind in strik- 
ing contrast to the idealistic as- 
sumption that we can make the 
world to our will. This world is 
not soft modelling-clay in our 
hands but hardened granite, a 
stuff so set and steeped in sin 
that our reforms break against 
the resistant material. 

Jesus pictured the last days, 
“As it was in the days of Noah, 
so shall it be also in the days of 
the Son of man. As it was in the 
days of Lot, even thus shall it be 
in the day when the Son of man 
is revealed.” Paul’s picture of the 
last times in I and II Thessalon- 
ians and in I and II Timothy was 
no different. The Revelation is full

of the agony and woe born of the 
travail of the closing chapters in 
this world’s history. These social 
gospelers, these utopian dreamers, 
these impractical idealists, are like 
the false prophets in Amos’, time 
who were describing the coming 
day of the Lord as the perfect era 
when man is triumphant. But 
Amos thunders, “Woe unto you 
that desire the day of the Lord! 
to what end is it for you? the day 
of the Lord is darkness, and not 
light. As if a man did flee from a 
lion, and a bear met him; or went 
into the house and leaned his hand 
on the wall, and a serpent bit him. 
Shall not the day of the Lord be 
darkness, and not light? even very 
dark,’ and no brightness in it?” 
The day of man is the day of sin, 
of misery, of death. It is a day 
of wrong and war and violence. It 
is a day of failure and catastrophe. 
The day of the Lord is the day of 
Judgment and the day of reckon- 
ing with sin.
